The speaker cited the Christ-ward 
movements away from non-Chris- i 
tian religions that lie has observed 
In extensive travels in Japan, China, 
Africa and even in the universities I 
of Europe. 
He* declared the move­ 
ments are encouraging signs that 
give notice of the ‘’unprecedented 
urgency of taking advantage of a j 
rising tide of spiritual interest. 
Danger I'eri«Kl 
He warned of the approach of a 
period of "the greatest endanger- I 
ment In the history of the world" ! 
and listed the corrupting influences 
of so-called western civilization in 
the Orient and other less advanced 
parts of the world as the cause of 
the 
dangerous 
situation. 
Tile 
cinema, especially 
American-made 
pictures, the speaker said, “is one 
of the most serious offenders that j 
can undo in a few hours all the good 
that a missionary h as accomplished 
in days of 
effort ” 
He 
declared 
western influences have a large part 
In the spread of 
narcotics, white 
slavery and enforced labor in some 
parts of the w’orld. 
An important sign of the danger 
of the times is the highly organized 
anti-religious m ovem ents, especially 
that em anating from Russia.

bridges, despoiled by frost and flood, 
today constitute a problem that will I 
tax every resource of the state high­ 
way departm ent, according to Henry 
M. Scharf, president of Hie local i 
motor clubs. 
“The bill for wreckage of high- j 
wfays and bridges by frost upheavals j 
and floods will approximate some 
$23,000,000,” Mr. Scharf said, “inch- j 
cating the extent of the damage. 700 
miles of roads had to be jxxsted for 
light loads only, and 275 bridges 
were either washed away or badly 
damaged. 
Faced with this huge 
emergency expense, added to Its al­ 
ready 
overwhelm ing 
burden 
of 
meeting the needs of 38.000 miles oC 
roads, the highw ay department very 
evidently m ust exhaust every re­ 
source to fulfill its obligations. Most 
particularly m ust it keep intact for 
the job at hand the motor fund, 
which at the outside Is insufficient 
to fully m eet th** emergency and 
normal needs of the highway sys­ 
tem.” 
Future Work 
“Not only is the department strug­ 
gling with a grave financial prob­ 
lem. but it m ust also continue the 
elim ination of death traps, such as 
bad curves, narrow bridges, intersec­ 
tions and grade crossings, to en ­ 
hance as much as possible the safe­ 
ty of the m otoring public. 
This Is 
another unalterable reason for re­ 
stricting highw ay funds to highway 
use. 
Then there is the matter of 
unemployment relief, in which road 
construction can play a leading iwrt 
by putting thousands of idle men at 
profitable work. 
Another demand 
that m ust be m et Is the honest and 
fail* expectation on the part of the 
motorist, that his license fees and 
gasoline taxes will be used to give

Boy, 15, Upheld by Jurist 


HENRY ADAMS MORSS, 
MANUFACTURER, DIES 


Jersey City, May 7. — Two New 
Jersey laws, which deem 
persons 
under 16 incapable of committing 
crimea and placing them under the 
sole 
jurisdiction 
of the juvenile 
court, 
were 
declared 
unconstitu­ 
tional Tuesday by Judge Robert B. 
Kinkead in oyer and terminer court, 
where he read an opinion uphold­ 
ing a murder indictment against 15- 
year-old Jerrie May. 
The boy must stand trial for the 
murder of his 6-year-old cousin. 
Judge Kinkead asserted the legisla­ 
tive acts were unconstitutional be­ 
cause they deprive a person of the 
right of indictment and trial by 
jury. 
In effect, Judge Kinkead said the 
act could work out so that children 
under 16 could be tempted into com­ 
mitting murders 
by persons who 
would tell them that their most ex­ 
treme punishment would be con­ 
finement in a state institution until 
21 years of age. 
• It is conceivable,'’ he said, "that 


if a reward sufficiently high was 
offered youngsters would be attract­ 
ed to such murders.” 
For the defense were st ate-em­ 
ployed lawyers, Fred Barnes and 
Irving Eisenberg. They argued their 
case before Judge Kinkead in Feb­ 
ruary. 
Former 
Vice 
Chancellor 
John J. Fallon represented the juve­ 
nile court, which wants control of 
the youngster. Prosecutor O Reagan 
has objected to removal of the boy 
from jail. 
A request that he be 
placed in a parental home while ac­ 
tion continues was denied. Defense 
lawyers said they would await re­ 
ceipt of the written opinion from 
the judge and proceed to the su­ 
preme court with their argument. 
Young May murdered his cousin, 
Sergio Sciarra, 6, of Union City, 
New Year’s Eve, and attacked the 
dead boy’s father, Joseph, with a 
penknife. 
He has been indicted for assault 
and battery as well as murder.
